NOTE: With respect to the arguments of amended claim 23, stating that "Mosby does not disclose "localization" 
without the "box-like apparatus"", Examiner invites applicant's attention to Mosb/s claims 1-3 and 6-7 wherein Mosby claims localization 
without the box-like apparatus. Mosby does not claim the box-like apparatus until claim 4 . 



Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: With respect to the comments regarding claim 
11, Examiner maintains that as per applicant's definition of shrink-fitted: "formed of expandable material and sized to have an internal 
volume which is less than the volume of the elongate body enabling said drape to be shrink-fitted onto the body", nothing more is 
discosed other than a stretchable material capable of conforming onto the body of interest having thereon a grid. Mosby'985 teaches a 
"conforming, flat, pliable sheet with a grid display" which is conformed onto the breast, which is in essence a stretchable material 
conformed onto the breast . With respect to the "longitudinal extending radial cutout", Mosby teaches a cutout, such as one centrally 
located along or lengthwise, and therefore longitudinally, see line 1 1 of Figure 1 and the cutout for the nipple along line 1 1 . 
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
